CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE. 


The decision of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals in the case of Frankenthal vs. 
the Laclede Gaslight Co:, ruling that the 
“contributory negligence’ is on the side 
of the man who gets killed by a hanging 
electric wire, and relieving the company 
of all blame, seems a little one-sided. 

It is true that young Frankenthal 
acted foolishly in catching hold of the 
wire to help his friend cut it. But the 
object of both was to protect the children 
of the neighborhood, who were in momen- 
tary danger from this hanging wire. The 
law does not look into motives, but on 
the other hand, the ruling of the lower 
Court placing the blame upon the com- 
pany for allowing the wire to be in the 
dangerous position in which it was seems 
to be more in accord with justice. 

Is it not “contributory negligence” of 
the gravest character, that these wires 
are year after year left overhead, where 
they are in continual danger of being 
burned out, falling across the highway 
and killing someone? If the companies 
had shown any disposition to place their 
wires underground, where they would be 
safe, there would be less reason for 
deeming them guilty of “contributory 
negligence’ whenever someone is injured 
or killed by the wires, 

This young man’s contributery negli- 
gence was fatal.to him, though it lasted 
but a moment. The contributory: negli- 
gence of the overhead wife companies has 
lasted for years, and has#put thousands 
of dollars in their pockets while destroy- 
ing the lives of many human beings.

Electric Signals Proposed by 


Nicola Tesla. 


HIS SCHEME EXPLAINED. 


If Successfully Carried Out Every City 
on the Globe, Would Beona 
Ticker Circuit. 


Bpecial to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—Nicola Tesla} the 
electrician and scientist, has had in course 
of development for some time a project 
for instantaneous and sfmultaneous commu- 
nication to all parts of the earth, and per- 
haps to some of the nearer planets. Mr. 
Tesla’s plan deals wholly with eleotric 
waves. In regard to it he said to @ re- 


porter: 

“IT have had this scheme under considera- 
tion for five or six years, and I am becom- 
ing more convinced every day that it is 
based upon scientific principles and is thor- 
oughly practicable. We know that electric 
disturbances on the sun are produotive 
of similar disturbances on the earth in 
the form of thunder showers. Now, why 
is it not equally conceivable that a disturb- 
ance on the earth’s surface should produce 
some tangible effect on other planets? The 
transmission of disturbances on the sun 
shows beyond doubt that waves of electric- 
ity are propagated through all space. 

“The objection may be put forward that 
sufficient electrical disturbance cannot be 
made on the earth’s surface, and that we 
should bé wholly dependent upon thunder 
‘storms and other phenomena of nature 
for the success of the experiment. But 
on the contrary, we can make all the arti- 
ficial thunder and lightning wé want. There 
is no difficulty in making an electric ap- 
paratus with a spark gap of a mile, and if 
that did not prove effective it could be in- 
creased. 

Do not get the impression that the suc- 
cess of the experiment is in any way de- 
pendant upon the light, noise or vibration 
accompanying such an electric discharge. 
It is wholly through electricity waves which 
are propagated ye the atmosphere and 
the ether beyond we may hope to ob- 
tain any results. But if there are intelli- 
gent inhabitants of Mars or any other 
planet it seems to me that we can do 
something to attract their attention. 

“This, of course, is the extreme applica- 
tion of this principle of the eae pate of 
electric waves. The same principle may de 
employed with good effect for the transmits- 
sion of news to all parts of the earth. It 
was formerly true that in order to get any 
power out of electricity a conducting circuit 
must exist, but it has been shown that the 
same results may be accomplished with a 
single wire. It is perfectly possible to op- 
erate a motor or an electric light with just 
a single lixe of wire leading to the appar- 
atus. It naturally occurs to me that if the 
earth is a conductor, an electrical distur- 
bance at one . oausing a change in the 
equilibrium of the earth’s electricity, should
